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Police quickly solve television theft 


Patience and strategy paid off for 
Wilmington Police last Wednesday 
morning, as they solved a break at 
Wilmington Radio and TV. 

Police arrested five men in connec- 
tion with the break, and recovered 12 
stolen televisions. 

A call to police at 3:35 a.m. froma 
Glen Road resident initiated the 
events. Mrs. Lefavour told police of 
three men using her phone, after 
which She became suspicious of them. 
~ Jay Palmer proceeded from 
AWilmii Placa to the Silver Lake 
“end of Glen Road, and found-a broken 
window at Wilmington Radio & TV. 
He and Officer James Rooney in- 
vestigated, called store owner Dan 
Cosman, and relayed information to. 
the police station. 

On arrival at the store, Cosman said 
that there were. 12 televisions taken. 
‘The culprits left mud on the floor in 
the theft. 

At approximately 3:58 a.m. Officers 
Michael Celata and Larry Redding 
came across three men walking on 
Glen Road, toward Silver Lake. All 
three men were in a drunken condition 
and their clothes were wet and muddy 
from having been in the woods. 

The three were taken into protec- 
tive custody and taken to the lockup. 
Without attempting to interrogate the 
arrested men, police began a search 
for the missing televisions. Officers 
Rooney, Redding and Celata con- 
ducted an unsuccessful search of the 
swamp near the end of Glen Road. 

About 5 a.m., Sgt. Palmer was at 
Brown's gas station on Main Street, 
when he saw a red van pull out of the 
parking lot at St. Dorothy's Church. 
Palmer stopped the van, and found 
there to be two men in it. 

The passenger in the van was a 
brother to two of the men in custody. 

The driver said that they were look- 
ing for three men who had called 
them, stranded in Wilmington. 


Statement on 


Recently we have read in the local 

papers that a group of you has 
protested to the Wilmington 
Selectmen about objectionable odors 
that you feel had come from our 
Polymeric Resins plant. Since that 
complaint was presumably made in 
good faith, and received such exten- 
sive newspaper coverage, we feel that 
you should have all the facts about 
this perplexing problem, so that you 
can better understand it. 
_ For some 25 years, R & S has been 
manufacturing a variety of chemical 
specialties at 100 Eames Street in an 
area zoned for heavy industry. We 
have taken pride in the cleanliness of 
our operation and have tried to earn 
the respect of the town by conducting 
a desirable business enterprise. 


About 10 years ago, we could 
foresee the eventual need for water 
based coatings in our industry, and we 
started a new product line to fulfill 
that need by making (water based) 
polymeric risin emulsions. As time 
went on, we became more aware of 
the odors that were occasionally 
generated, primarily by small 
amounts of acrylic monomers which 
are industrial chemicals used to make 
acrylic resin emulsions. 
recognize that these materials, 
although present in very small 
amounts which are not toxic, 
nevertheless can cause nuisance 
odors. Over the past years we have 
taken a number of steps to prevent 
such odors from entering the at- 


We hired an expert in the field of air 
pollution from the Harvard School of 
Public Health. Dr. Melfin First 
studied our operation and made. 
recommendations to control vapor 
emissions. He designed a scrubber to 
chemically remove vapors from our 
processing equipment and storage 
tanks before they reach the at- 
mosphere. This scrubber has been in 
operation for six years. 


Palmer took the driver’s papers to his 
cruiser to check them. He then 
radioed for the other officers to return 
their cruisers to the police station. 

He instructed the Officers Celata, 
Rooney and Redding to use their own 
cars and an unmarked cruiser, and to 
take up positions at Dunkin’ Donuts, 
near the TV store, and on Faulkner 
Avenue. 

Palmer then told the driver of the 
van that the men were under protec- 
tive custody at the station. O'Leary 
asked if he could take them home to 
Malden. Palmer told him he could. 

At the station, the two men went in- 
side, and the prisoners were released. 
The driver said that he was going to 
take his friends to Dunkin’ Donuts for 
coffee before going home. 

While at Dunkin’ Donuts, the men 
were under the surviellance of Officer 
Celata. He reported that the men 
appeared to be watching Route 38 for 
marked cruisers. 

The men finished their coffee and 
headed toward Silver Lake, with 
Celata following in his cwn car. Once 
at the lake, the men turned onto Glen 
Road and stopped. Officer Redding 
now had them under surviellance 
from his advance point. 

He reported that the side doors of 
the van opened, and that it appeared 
that the men were loading the 
televisions into the van from a hiding 
place near the Eaton home at Glen 
Road and Main Street. 

The police then followed the van 
into Tewksbury, where, in front of the 
Anchor Restaurant, the police stopped 
the van and converged upon it. 

The two men in front were arrested 
as they emerged from the van. The 
curtains on the rear of the van were 
closed, and the police ordered the 
other men out of the back of the van.. 

The side door opened. Inside were 
three men and 12 televisions. Police 
arrested the men. 


The five were arraigned in Woburn 
Court that morning and scheduled for 
trial on December 8.

State noses turning 
to South Wilmington 


The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health (DPH) will ask Raffi 
and Swanson{ Inc. of Eames Street, 
South Wilmington to test its air pollu- 
tion cleansing systems, and will 
monitor the tests. 

The tests are the conclusion of a 
meeting between the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen, the Board of 
Health, and Elise M. Comproni of the 
Mass. DPH. The meeting Tuesday 
night grew out of complaints of odors 
by residents of the Woburn Street - 
Eames Street area. Those residents 
told the selectmen earlier this month 
of repeated instances when they could 
detect objectionable odors in their 
neighborhood. 

Comproni told the selectmen that 
the problem of odors was soluble, 
first the problem had to be verifi 
“It either is a problem or it isn't,"’ he 
said. 

The complaints from the neighbors 
are not verified instances, Comproni 
said. 

He gave the selectmen the home 
telephone number of the earest DPH 
engineer, and asked that it be made

1. Installed additional storage tanks 
to eliminate the drumming operation 
of raw materials, thus avoiding odors 
that might result from the transfer of 
raw materials in an open system. 

2. Installed a closed system of ven- 
ting back to the tank track when un- 
loading raw materials, thus preven- 
ting odors from escaping imto the at-

3. Eliminated the use of open mix- 
ing vessels, so that all mixing is done 
in closed, air tight vessels and odors 
are thereby contained within the 
vessels. 

4. Established very close supervi- 
sion to minimize human error of 
spillage, improper valve operation, 
etc. 

5. Initiated procedures for prompt 
chemical treatment in case of spillage 
or leakage. 

6. Established closed system pum- 
ping of all bulk materials. 

7. Notified all suppliers that we 
reserve the right to reject amy ship- 
mant of raw materials because of im- 
proper shipping equipment, ie. leak- 
ing hoses, valves. pumps. etc. 


were justified. 


c) One complaint was investigated 
by an area resident and a selectman 
without detection of odor on our 


premises. 

d) One complaint occurred when 
Polymerics’ Plant was not operating. 

e) Two complaints were unresolv- 
ed. 

The recent appearance by area 

residents before the board of 
selectmen indicates a continued con- 
cern over odors from the industrial 
area and have resulted in publicity un- 
favorable to Raffi & Swanson. While 
we have not received direct com- 
plaints, other than those listed above, 
we are very much concerned that this 
problem still occurs. We are im- 
mediately taking the following steps 
to insure that Raffi and Swanson does 
not contribute to the odor problems of 
the neighborhood: 
%. Implementing additional 
procedures to be followed during tank 
truck deliveries of acrylic monomers, 
to further safeguard against the 
release of odors. 

2. Purchasing an instrument of high 
sensitivity to detect vapors from any 
source in our plant. 

3. Investigating the use of other 
equipment designed to control vapor 
emissions. 


4. Employing the services of our 
consultant, Dr. First, to make a com- 
prehensive new study of our equip- 
ment and operations. 

In closing, we want you, our 
neighbors, to know that we fully ap- 
preciate the responsibility that the in- 
dustrial sector has to its neighbors 
and employees to keep the at- 

We at Raffi and 
Swanson intend to utilize every 
safeguard that is economically feasi- 
ble to satisfy that responsibility.

At the meeting it was brought out 
that Raffi and Swanson had in the past 
spent considerable sums of money in 
an effort to solve the problems with 
odors. 

One key question, though, was ask- 
ed by Selectman James Miceli. “Do 
you feel that they have gone to the ul- 
timate solution?’’ 


yComproni-said that they had not. 


He said that Raffi and Swanson could 
install an afterburner. But he said 
that the problem would have to be 
proven before the state could require 
the company to install such & device. 

In the discussion of the afterburner, 
Comproni first made an estimate of 
the cost of such a device, but then said 
that he didn't want to be held to such 
an estimate. 

Members of the board said that they 
considered the price mentioned to be 
small in comparison to the amount 
already spent on air cleansing 
devices 

Comproni said that the major cost 
involved would not be in the device, 
but in the fuel for it. 

He also said that it would only work 
‘if the offending odors came from 
within the area in which the air clean- 
sing devices were working. 

Selectman Dan Gillis said that he 
felt that Raffi and Swanson had shown 
a high degree of sensitivity to the 
problem in this latest instance. He 
said that a company representative 
had called on him. 

Raffi and Swanson on Monday 
issued a statement in reply to the 
neighbors, telling of their past actiohs 
to abate the odors, and detailing their 
proposals to prevent them in the 
future

Selectmen kill 
incinerator proposal 


The Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
has dismissed with no study a 
proposal to build a $93 million in- 
cinerator in Wilmington. 

‘The proposal came from Rep. Fred 
F. Cain in a Monday night meeting 
with the selectmen. Cain was 
meeting with the board for the pur- 
pose of discussing Wilmington Center, 
but during a lapse in that discussion, 
presented the possibility of the in- 
cinerator. 

Cain said that his proposal was only 
tentative, to see if the selectmen were 
interested, but that he was fairly cer- 
tain that he could arrange to have the 
incinerator built in Wilmington. 

The incinerator would serve the 
northeast portion of Massachusetts, 
and until recently was to have been 
located in Haverhill. A non-binding 
referendum on the incenerator in that 
city recently drew an overwhelming 
“no” vote. The Haverhill City Council 
has yet to reject the proposal, but the 
state Bureau of Solid Waste Disposal 
and the Northeast Solid Waste Com- 
mittee (NESWC) are looking

Cain based his presentation on a 
letter from Alden E. Cousins, director 
of the Bureau of Solid Waste Disposal, 
under the Massachusetts Office of En- 
vironmental Affairs. In the letter to 
Cain, Cousins said that he encouraged 
the town to consider the possibility of 
nominating a site for the regional 
facility 

Cousins pointed out in his letter a 
number of benefits that would be 
derived from the incinerator. State 
law, he said, provides thata privately 
owned or operated resource recovery 
facility shall pay one dollar per ton of 
refuse in lieu of taxes. Full utilization 
of the planned 3000 ton a day facility 
would provide the host municipality 
income of $930,000 per year. 

The income, if received in the fiscal 
year 1976-77, Cousins’ letter said, 
would have reduced the tax rate by 
approximately six dollars or nearly 
9% 

Cousins’ letter also said that the 
facility would have the capability of 
generating steam, which could be at- 
tractively priced to encourage new in- 
dustry to locate nearby. 

He also pointed to the benefits for 
the economy from the construction of 
the facility. More than 700 man-years 
of construction employment would 
result, with a payroll of approximate- 
ly $17 million. In addition, he said, ar 
estimated 87 permanent skilled jobs 
are predicted for plant operations. 

In their rejection of the facility, the 
Séleétmen listened to Cain’s presenta- 
tion, and asked the representative a 
few brief questions. Boylen said that 
he was opposed to the facility. The 
board then voted unanimously to re- 
ject the proposal.

Editorials 


Three years ago the Harnden 
Tavern in North Wilmington was 
taken by eminent domain to preserve 
it for historical purposes. There had 
been a threat to tear it down. The 
Town Crier had published stories of 
the old place and had told how it 
perhaps was a station in the 
Underground Railroad in the days 
prior to the Civil War. 

It was in 1880 that the Rev. Daniel 
Noyes in his Historical Addresses of 
Wilmington had declared that the 
tavern was constructed in 1790. shat 
was the date accepted by the Town 
Crier. Not until after the old building 
had been taken by eminent domain 
was it known that it had been con- 
structed in 1775 or perhaps a little 
earlier. 

The lady who furnished the proof 
was a descendant of Dr. Silas Brown 
and of Maria Hathaway. Dr. Brown 
had owned the building for nearly half 
a century prior to the Civil War, and if 
it was an Underground Railroad sta- 
tion he undoubtedly had a hand in it. 
Maria Hathaway was his grand- 
daughter or great-granddaughter, and 
a wonderful old lady who lived there 
half a century or more ago. In her day 
it was the Maria Hathaway House. 
When Dr. Brown lived there it was 
(quite probably) the Dr. Brown 
House. 

In other words, just because the 
Town Crier was writing of a house in 
the terms of its first known owner was 
it to be called a Revolutionary War 
building. It may have been called the 
Harnden Tavern, but there is no direct 
‘proof. It was a tavern, where the way 
farer could stop, and possibly he was 
able to partake of a hot toddy, but 
even that is uncertain. 

After the building had become the 
property of the town various com- 
mittees_ started to work - entirely 
volunteer work. One of them produc- 
ed the documentation necessary to 
haye the building enrolled in the 
National Register. ‘That enrollment 
attests to the authenticity of the 


The overpriced 
Harnden Tavern 


came after 1785) was a militia offiger 
and a respected citizen. But he didn’t 
damn the eyes of the British, or if he 
did it was not in Wilmington. 

The jury was given to understand 
that this was an historic home, in the 
sense of those in Concord and Lex- 
ington. The jury paid no attention toa 
report given it of another home in 
Wilmington, better insulated and in 
better repair, in which colonial militia 
officers lived, and which, three years 
ago, sold for less than $60 thousand.

390,000 - not $110,000. 

But the deed is done. Wilmington 

now can settle back, and say that one 
of the older buildings in Wilmington 
did not fall victim to the arsonist’s 
torch, as did so many other buildings. 
‘That was what this paper was trying 
to preveht. 
And several hundred years from 
now the young people of Wilmington 
will be able to see a building which 
probably was an Underground 
Railroad Station, and which was on 
The Andover Road - that ancient 
highway going northerly from Boston 
toward New Hampshire. 

Possibly, too, they may hear of Dr. 
Silas Brown and of Maria Hathaway. 
If so the efforts of so many people to 
preserve the place will not have bedn 
wasted
